Proteſtant Heads of Families, 
within the City of Dublin, who were Popiſo Boys, educated in eight 
Charity.Schools ; and that one only has relapſed : And that there 


are likewiſe twenty Proteſtant Heads of Families in Dublin, and other 


Parts of the Kingdom, who were Popiſh Boys, educated in the 
School founded by Mr. James Knight, beſides many others gone to 
Sea, and put out to Services; and that not one of theſe, upon the 
beſt Information, hath relapſed to Popery, notwithſtanding their 
converſiag and lodging with their Popifh Relations“.
